THE BIRDS OF SPRING. 

BY WASHINGTON IRV1N0. 

My quiet residence in the country, aloof from 
fashion, politics, and the money market, leaves 
me rather at a loss for occupation, an J drive* me 
occasionally to the study of nature, and other 
.ow pursuits. Having tew neighbors, also, on 
whom to keep a watch and exercise my habit of 
observation, 1 am fain to amuse myself with 
pry ing into the domestic concerns and peeulari- 
ues oi the animals around me; and, during the 
present season, have derived considerable enter- 
tainment fr m certain sociable little birds, al- 
most the only visitors we have, during this early 
part of the year. 

Those who have passed the winter in the 
country, are sensible to the delightful influence* 
that accompany the earliest indications of spring; 
and of these, none are more delightful than the 
first notes of the birds There is one modest 
little sad-colored bird, much resembling a wren, 
which came about the house just ou the skirts of 
winter, when not a blade of grass was to be 
seen, and when a few prematurely warm days 
had given a flattering loretaste of soft weather. 
He sang early in the dawning, long before sunrise, 
and late in the evening, just bo tore the closing 
in of night, his matin and his vesper hymns. Ii 
is true, he sang occasionally throughout the day; 
nit a: these still hours, his song was more re- 
marked. He sat on a leafless tree, just before 
he window, and warbled forth his notes, few 
and simple, but singularly sweet, with something 
of a plaintive tone, that heightened their effect 

The first morning that he was heard was a 
joyous one among tlie young folks of my house- 
niid. The long, death-like sleep of winter was 
at an cad: nature was once more awakening; 
they now promised themselves the immediate 
appearcnce of buds and blossoms. I was re 
minded of the tempest-tossed crew of Columbus, 
when, after their long dubious voyage, the field- 
jirds cainc singing round the ship, though st 11 
tar at sea, rejoicing them with the belief of the 
immediate proximity of land. A sharp return 
of winter almost silenced my little songster, and 
dashed the hilarity of the household; yet still he 
poured forth. now and then, a few plaintive 
notes, between the frosty pipings of the breeze, 
like gleams of sunshine bet wee i wintery clouds 

1 nave consulted my book of ornithology in 
vain, to find out the name of this kindly little 
bird, w ho certainly deserves honor and favor far 
beyond his modest pretensions. He comes like 
the lowly violet, the most unpretending, but 
c.elcoraest flower, breathing the sweet promise 
of the early year. 

Another of our feathered visitors, who follow- 
close upon the steps of winter, is the Pe-wit, or 
Pe-'.vee, or Phrebe-bird; for he is called by each 
of these names, from a fancied resemblance to 
the sound of his monotonous note. He is a se- 
ct ab.e little being, and seeks the habitation of 
man. A pair of them have built beneath my 
porch, and have reared several broods there, for 
two years past, their nest being never disturbed. 
They arrive early in the spring, just when the 
crocus and the snow-drop begin to peep forth. 
Their first chirp spreads gladness through the 
house. “The Phoebe birds have come!” is heard 
on all sides; they are welcomed back like mem- 
bers of the family; and speculations arc made 
upon where they have been, and what countries 
they have seen, during their long absence. Their 
arrival is the more cheering, as it is pronounced, 
by the old weather-wise people of the country, 
the sure sign that the severe frosts are at an end. 
and that the gardener may resume his labors with 
confidence. 

About this time, too. arrives the blue-bird, so 
poetically yet truly described by Wilson. His 
appearance gladdens the whole landscape. You 
hear his sott warble in every field. He sociably 
approaches your habitation, and takes up his 
residence in your vicinity. 

The happiest bird of our spring, however, and 
one that rivals the Europeon lark in my estima- 
tion. is the Boblincon, or Hoblink, as he is com- 
monly called. He arrives a: that choice por- 
tion of our year which, in this latitude, answers 
to the description cf the month of May, so often 
given by the poets. With us, it begins about 
(be middle of May, and lasts until nearly the 
middle of June. Earlier than this winter is 
apt to return on its traces, and to blight the 
opening beauties of the year; and later than this, 
begin the parching and panting, and dissolv ng 
heats of summer. But in this genial interval 
nature is in all her freshness and fragrance; “the 
rains over and gone, the flowers appear upon the 
eaith, the time of the singing of birds is come, 
and the voice of the turtle is heard in the land.” 
The trees are now in their fullest foliage, and 
brightest verdure; the woods are gay with the 
cluttered flowers of the laurel; the air is perfumed 
by the sweet-brier and the wild rose; tt:e mea- 
dows are enamelled with clover blossoms; while 
the young apple, the peach, and the plum, begin 
to swell, and the cherry to glow, among the green 
leaves. 

This is the chosen season of revelry of the 
Bohlink. He comes amidst the pomp and fra- 
grance of the season; his life seems all sensi- 
bility and enjoyment, all song and sunshine. He 
is to be found in the soft bosoms of the fresher 
and sweetest meadows, and is most in song when 
the clover is in blossom. He perches on the top- 
most twig of a tree, or on some long flaunting 
weed, and as he rises and sinks with the 
breeze, pours forth a succession of rich tinkling 
notes, crowding one upon another, like the out- 
pouring melody ot the skylark, and possessing 
the same rapturous chair etcr. Sometimes he 
pitches from the summit of a tree, begins his song 
as soon as he gets upon the wing, and flutters 
tremulously down to the earth, as if overcome 
with ecstacv at bis own music. Sometimes he 
a in pursuit of his paramour; always in full song, 
os if be would win her by his melody; and al- 
ways with the same appearance of intoxication 
and delight. 

Of alt the birds cf our groves and meadows, 
the Boblink was the envy of my boyhood. He 
crossed my path ir the sweetest weather, and 
the sweetent season of the year, when all nature 
ca led to the fields, and the rural feeling throbbed 
in every bosom; but when I, luckless urchin! was 
doomed to be mewed up. during the livelong day. 
in that purgatory of boyhood, a school-room. It 
seemed as if the little varlet mocked at me, as he 
flew in full song, and sought to taunt me with 
his happier lot. Oh, how I envied bim! No 
lessons, no task, no hateful school; nothing but 
holiday, frolic, green fields and dry weather. Had 
« been then more versed in poetry, I might have 
addressed him in the words of Logan to the 
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reference to thu point. Dr. Brigham, an English 
medical writer, observes “We do not find dys- 
pepsia prevalent in countries where the people 
do eat most enormously Traveler* in Silieria 
say that the people th-rr often eat forty po inds 
of food in one day.

Further observation and experience have given 
me a different idea of this little feathered volup 
tuary, which 1 will venture to impart, for the 
benefit of my achoo!-boy readers, who may regard 
him with the same unqualified envy and admir- 
ation which I once indulged. I have shown b n 
only as 1 saw him at first, in what I may call the 
poetical part of his career, when he in a manner 
devoted himself to elegant pursuits an 1 enjoy 
nients. and was a bird of music, and song, and 
taste, and sensibility, and refinement. 

While this lasted he was sacred from injury; 
the very school-boy would not fling a stone at 
him, and the merest rustic would paise to listen 
to his strain. But mark the difference. Aa the 
year advances, as the clover blossoms disappear, 
and the spring fades into summer, he gradually 
givea up his elegant taste and habits; doffs his 
poetical suit of black, assumes a russet dusty 
garb, and sinks to the gross enjoyments of com- 
mon vulgar birds. His notes no longer vibrate 
on the ear; he is stuffing himself with the seeds 
of the tall weeds on which he lately swung and 
chanted so melodiously. He has become a ‘‘bon 
vivant,” a “gourmand;” with him now there is 
nothing like the “joys of t* e tabic.” In a little 
while be grows tired of plain homely fare, and 
is off on a gastronomical tour in queat of toseign 
luxuries. Wo next hear of him. with myriads of 
lui kind, banqueting among the reeds of the Del- 
aware, and grown corpulent with good feeding 
He has changed Ids name in traveling. BohUn- 
con no more — he is the Red-bird, no*, the much 
sought for titbit of Pennsylvania epicures; the 
rival in unlucky fame of the Ortolan! Wherever 
he goes, pop! pop! pop! every lusty firelock in 
tlie country is blazing away He sees his com- 
panions foiling by thousands around him. 

Does he lake warning, and reform 1 Alas, not 
he! Incorrigible epicure! Again he wings his 
'light The rice swamps of the South invite him. 
He gorges himself among them almost to burst- 
ing; he can scarcely fly for corpulency. He has 
once more changed his name, snd is now the fa- 
mous Rtco-bird of the Caroiinas. 

Last stage of his career; behold him spitted 
with dozens of his corpulent companions, and 
served up, a vaunted dish, on the table of some 
southern gastronome. 

Such is the story of the Boblink; once spirit- 
ual, musical, admired, the joy of the meadow*, 
and ihe favorite bird of spring; finally, a gross 
little sensualist, who expiates his sensuality in 
the larder. His story contains a moral, worthy 
th r attention of all little birds and little beys — 
warning them to keep to those refined and intel- 
lectual pursuits, which raised him to so high a 
pitch of popularity during the early part of his 
career; but to eschew all tendency to that gross 
and dissipated indulgence, which brought this 
mistaken little bird to an untimely end.

Success in the art of pruning, like any other pur- 
suit, depends entirely upon a complete understand- 
ing and appreciation of the principles involved, and 
the object to be attained; without these, as an ever 
present guideand rule of action, it is in rain to at- 
tempt the practice of this or any art whose average 
results are expected to form a reliable basis for fu- 
ture cal-ulation.". It is l onbtlo* generally known 
that the fruit of the vine, like that of many other 
plants, is produced upon shoots which spring from 
the wood or growth of the previous year. Fruit 
may be produced (forced) upon the wood of the 
present year, as mentioned in our last article, but 
such fruit cannot ripen, and the effort of nature 
thus prematurely made, is productive of no advan- 
tage to the cultivator, and becomes an unquestiona- 
ble injury to the vine. 

Bxiieiience in the cultivation of the giapc, there- 
f ire, teaches us that the continual reprod action of 
new wood for fruit beuiiag purposes is an established 
prinri le of nature, and it belongs to the art of 
pinning todevelop this principle to its fullest extent, 
i or the simple purpose of obtaining the largest quan- 
tity ot good, well ripened fruit, consistent with a 
due regard tor the present strength and future well- 
being of the vine. Aside from this object it is gen- 
erally admitted that vineyards well pruned, and 
having but little old wood, are leas liable to the rav- 
ages of the rot. Carelessness or neglect in this 
particular at the outset may require years of labor 
to overcome; it is considered, therefore, the best 
policy to cut as low down as possible at the com- 
nuncement of the first and all sutmequent years, -o 
as to avoid the accumulation of old wood in the 
vineyard. 

It will be remembered that the short spur left near- 
est the ground at the time of pruning last year (tkt 
tuurth,) was designed to produce the two canes — 
one for a similar purpose, (the reproduction of 
wood) and one for fruit-bearing thin, the fifth year. 
Having pruned these same as directed for last year, 
the question arises, what is to be done with the 
bow, and ifo numerous branches, which bore fruit 
last year? Our reply is, cut it all off as low down as 
possible. The shoots from the bow, where the 
w ood is well ripened, are made into cuttings, by cut- 
ting through the old wood on each fide of th* 
shoot, thus retaining a small portion of the former — 
say a hall’ to three-quarters of an inch in length, 
forming a -oit of button at the end of the cut- 
ting. These are regarded as the best cuttings, 
though well matured wood from any portion of the 
grew h of last year, wUl, If properly treated, ger- 
minal* aad become a thrifty vine. 

FiSwthisi* wiil be perceived that the condition 
or appliance of the vine after prnning at the com- 
mencement of the fifth year, is precisely the same 
as at the commencement of the fouitb; that is, 
there is a short spur left nearest the ground with 
{■ nr eyes (to ensure the growtn of two) and a long 
cane of 8 or 10 eyes for the bow of this year. All 
the rest of the mature growth of last year having 
been made into catting, either with or without the 
buttons of old wood at the end, according as it was 
possible to cut it. The mode of tieing, training, 
summew pruning, digging and weeding, is the same 
as for previous years — as well as for the future. 

When the vine lias attained the age of 8 or 10 
years, two, three and even four canes may be re- 
tained for bearing wood ; the judgment of the cul- 
tivator must, however, be governed to a great ex- 
tent by tbc vigor and strength of the vine. Over- 
bearing being Kgarded by the well-skilled Vienc- 
ron as a calamity only paralleled by the mildew 
or t he rot. and one to be as carefully avoided if pos- 
sible. 

A recapitulation of the principles upon which the 
science of pruning depends, gives these facts: That 
we desire a sufficiency of new wood each year for 
fruit-bearing and wood-producing purposes the next; 
that the spar desinged to produce the eancs this 
year, for these purposes, is selected as low down or 
near the ground as possible; that the bow or bear- 
ing wood of this year is cut off next year entirely, 
with all its shoots, which are made Into cuttings; 
and that one-third years’ wood (or older) should 
ever be seen above 'ground if it can be avoided. 
The simplicity of the principle here laid down, ren- 
ders it one of easy comprehension, and yet there is 
probably not one in five hundred oat of the busi- 
ness, who understand it clearly. It is one that most 
be applied, not only to the vine when trained on 
stakes, trellises, or "arbors — in order to obtain uni- 
form good crops — bu. to many other fruit-bearing 
and Sower-producing trees and plants, in order fo 
obtain similar results. 

As oar instructions are designed for the use of 
those wbo intend to adopt Ih^customary methods 
of vineyard culture, pruning and training, we shall 
not, at the present time, go into an exposition of 
the different methods that may be adopted accor- 
ding to fancy, such as spur, trellis, fan or bush 
training, Ac., all of which we repudiate for the vins- 
yard, and adhere to the stake and bene principle aa 
best adopted for icine-produeing purposes. 

The maladies acd injuries to which the grape is 
liable la this country, are late frosts, mildew, rot 
and th* attacks of insects, and, as before remarked, 
there are neither any relial le means of prevention 
from these, or any remedy that will compensate for 
the injury done. Various suggestions have been 
made to protect the vines from the influence of the 
late spring frosts-, but none seem to be effectual; 
building fires and allowing the smoke to blow 
amongst the vines cannot be relied npon, except 
upon a very limited scale. We have heard it sug- 
gested to allow the vines to remain untied until all 
danger from frost is past; bnt the certain iujary to 
the young shoots by being blown down and whipped 
about by the wind would .wore than counterbalance 
the probable injury frem frost The vine might be 
pr.itected after pruning and tying is done, by bind- 
ing a thatch of straw to the stake, and allowing it 
to spread and hang down over the vine; bnt this 
could not be done in a large viaeyard without great 
expense and labor. 

The mildew is next in order, and is as sudden and 
mysterious in its attacks as it is disastrous in its ef- 
fects. The language of the poet — “He calls for fam- 
ine, and the meager tiond blows mildew from between 
hi shrivelled lips and taints the golden ear” — ex- 
presses, in forcible terms, its blighting and deadly 
effect. The mildew is a parasitic plant of the fun- 
gi species, like the rv*f in wheat. It generally ap- 
pears about the mid ’1* or latter part of June, when 
the grapes are- abont the sise of a large shot. The 
vines present the appearance of having been dnsted 
with Sour. In a very short time the stem and berry 
affected become black, shrivelled, and finally crisp 
and hard . Dusting with sulphur acd manuring with 
ashes, hare been regarded as beneficial, and it ie 
generally understood that in volcanic soils, where 
the finest wines are made, th* mildew is unknown. 
A remedy for this disease has been tried, with some 
degree of success, by a very distinguished French 
gardener— M. Grisons. It consists in syringing the 
vines with the hydro sulphate of lime, made by 
compounding one ponDd of Cower of sulphnr with 
sn equal quantity of f.esh slaked lime; these are in- 
timately mixed, and boiled forteu or fifteen minutes 
in about five pints of water. The preparation is 
then allowed to cool, and settle, and afterwards bot- 
tled np for us :. Before nsing, however, this prepa- 
ration s further combined with 100 parts water. It 
should be well applied npon the affected part when 
first observed, and continue until the disease is 
checked. For a large vineyard, however, this, like 
all other remedies, is almost impracticable. 

The next disease in order is the rot; and this, if 
anything, is more formidable than either cf the pre- 
ceding. Both the mildew and the rot are supposed 
to proceed from the same or similar causes— too 
g.eat a degree of moisture, followed by sadden beat, 
together with the influence of rapidly decomposing 
manures or other substances, snd the absence of a 
sufficient quantity of electricity in the atmosphere. 
The supposed preventives are a porous subsoil, a 
well arranged system of drainage, the continual re- 
production of new wood, and manuring with ashes 
every third year, or thereabouts. No remedy, after 
this "disease has attacked the fruit, is known. We 
are rarely troubled with insects — as In some wine 
countries — and in the Eastern States: we know of 
no preventive for their depredation, and the best 
remedy is to arrest their further proceedings, when 
discovered, by the penalty of death. 



Remedy fox Scalds and Buins. — I n the 
American Medical Gazette, lor March, Doctor 
Reese thus earnestly reiterates his advice to ap- 
ply flour to scalds and burns : 

We still see reported, almost daily, an appal- 
ling number of deaths by bums and scalds, not 
ons of which, we take upon ourselves to say, 
need prove fatal, or would do so, if a few pounds 
of wheat flour could be promptly applied to the 
wounds made by fire, and repeated until the in- 
flammatory stage had passed. We have never 
known a fatal case of scalding or burning in which 
this practice has b?en pursued, during more than 
thirty years’ experience, and having treated hun- 
dreds n both public and private practice. We 
have known the most extensive burns by falling 
into caldrons of boi ing oil, and even molten cop- 
per, a.id yet the patients were rescued by this 
simple and cheap remedy, which, from its infalli- 
ble success, should supplant all the fashionable 
nostrums, whether oil, cotton, lead, water, ice, 
turpentine, or pain-extractors, every one of which 
has been tried a thousand times with fatal result, 
and the victims have die- 1 in excruciating agony, 
when a few handfuls of flour would have calmed 
them to sleep and rescued them from pain and 
death. Humanity should prompt the profession 
to publish and republish the facts on this subject, 
which are established by the authority of standard 
medical works on both sides of ths Atlantic. 
Flour is the remedy, and the only on?, in severe 
cases of scalding and burning, casualties which 
else so often destroy life. Let us keep it before 
the people, while the explosion of steam boilers 
and burning fluid lamps are so rife all over our 
country. 

Cctiocs Case. — The New Orb ans Crescent of 
February 21, mentions the case of a Mrs. Holmes, 
a native of Belgium, residing at Algiers, opposite 
New Oriesns, which is rather extraordinary. Mr. 
and Mrs Holmes, (both living) were married in 
1841, and never hal any children bom to them. 
In 184C they found a female child on their door- 
step, which they gladly adopted. Mrs. Holmes, 
at some moment when the babe was fretful, placed 
it at her breast, and was astonished and delighted 
to find that it actually drew lacteal nourishment 
immediately. She repeated tho experiment, and 
found the supply constant, but only from one 
breast. The bahe thrived, and has become an 
interesting little girl of nine years of age. On 
the 19th inst., she received another foundling, and 
on putting it to the same breast w as enabled to 
nourish it aa she had done the other. She also 
informed he editor of the Crescent that th ; sup- 
ply of milk in that breast had never failed since 
she first made the discovery. Her statement* 
were fully corroborated by her neighbors. The 
Crescent describes Her as a stout-built, hardy- 
looking woman, about thirty-five years of age, 
with a kind, motherly face, which justifies the 
stori?s told of her universal fondness for children
